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FIGHT ON TARIFF 
DIVIDES PARTIES. 


Three Struggles in the Senate 
Have Bearing on Income 
Tax and Oil and 

Sugar Rates. 


TAFT PLAN IS OPPOSED. 


Lembers of the Upper House Not 
Likely to Await the Next 
Session for Full 
Revenue.

Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.}— 
Thefe are to be three spectacular fights in 
the senate, and upon their determination 
depends a good deal what is to happen to the 
tariff bill before it gets into the hands of 
President Taft. 

In each of the three big issues there will 
be a complete breaking down of party lines, 
and the fight will be carried through to a 
fnal issue largely because of local condi- 
tions, for which neither of the parties is par- 
ticularly responsible. a 
Sugar, petroleum, and the income tax each 
will take up a great deal of the time of the 
senate, and in each cage the fight will be 
bitter and carried on to an extent which 
possibly will defy accurate prediction as to 
results. In each case there will be a new 
alignment of senators entirely outside of 
party lines, and local conditions will dictate 
the votes of individuals in almost every case. 
If the income tax could be put to vote in 
the senate on its merits it probably would 
be carried for two reasons. In the first 
place, there is a growing belief that the 
senate tariff Will will be utterly unable to 
provide a normal revenue fog the govern- 
ment. In the second place, a great many 
senators want to get at a system of taxation 
which will reach the people with swolien in- 
comes. 


Originally for Inheritance Tax. 

These Men originally were for an inherit- 
ence tax and would be still if it were not for 
the fact that it interferes with so many state 
Plans and double taxation always has been 
unwise and unpopular. Many of the more 
radical senators who want to interfere with 
the accumulations of the predatory rich have 


- @band@oned adherence to the inheritance tax 


because of the local objection to it, and have 
transferred their allegiance to a scheme for 
raising mony from incomes. 

On the other hand, President Taft does not 
believe apparently that it would be wise to 
enact an income tax law at this time. He 
is supposed to prefer the passing of a straight 
tariff law. trying it for six months and then 
Kit is deficient in revenue producing quali- 
tles to adopt some new ‘system of taxation 
entirely outside of the tariff, which might 
take the form of an additional levy on beer, 
an inheritance tax, an impost on incomes, a 


tan on corporation dividencs, or even a re- 


turn to some of the unpopular stamp taxes of 
the Spanish waf period. .... 

For this reason the fight over ag incdme 
tax, which would be,the most sensational of 
them all if it were not for the supposed atti- 
tude of the president, may be toned down or 
deferred, but if the new tariff law is deficient 
in its revenue qualities some sort of an in- 
come tax almost surely will be epacted at the 
next session. 


Party. Lines Broken Down. 

Party lines have been broken down com- 
pletely on this proposition, and there is no 
telling just where the lineup will come in 
gome cases. As a whole the Democrats will 


de for it and the Republicans against it. 


There is a respectable contingent of Repub- 
leans, however; who are for an income tax 
as an original proposition. Others are great- 
ly dissatisfied wtih the position taken by Mr. 
Aldrich. They were glad to see the senate 
bill such an improvement on the house meas- 
ure, but Mr. Aldrich’s explanations in re- 
gard to revenue are becoming more and more 
unsatisfactory as they continue to be 
analyzed. 

It is practically conceded now that neither 
the senate nor the house bill would produce 
enough revenue to wipe out the current 
deficit. Furthermore, the general average 
of duties under both measures is higher 
than in the Dingley law when one takes into 
consideration the average amount of imports 
and relative prices. Many Republican sen- 


ators are beginning to say it would be a great 


political blunder to go before the people with 
a tariff law which does not reduce rates ma- 
terially but which at the same time fails to 
produce revenue enough. 

They take issue with the pian of President 
Taft on this account, and quite a number of 
Republicans are liable to join with the Dem- 
ocrats to vote for an income tax at this ses- 
sion, 


Becomes Question of Revenue. 


All the fight on tariff now practically has 
drifted to the question of revenue. As has 
been stated, it generally is admitted now by 
every one except, perhaps, Mr. Aldrich him- 
self that there surely will be a deficit under 
the new tariff law unless congress reduces 
appropriations. That would be an excellent 
thing for congress to do anyway, but its 
practice of late has not been such as to justi- 
fy the belief that it will turn its attention 
to any serious form of economy, no matter 
what the revenue may be. 

The western Republican senators, includ- 
ing largely those from the Mississippi val- 
ley, but, of course, excluding the pronounced 
standpatters like Burrows of Michigan and 
Dick of Ohio, believe there is an opportunity 
for the senate to display some wise states- 
mansh ip. . 

These men, under the leadership of Mr. 
Cummins of Iowa, who has stepped suddenly 
into the limelight as a tariff expert and who 
has demonstrated his right to that title, de- 
éelare that the tariff rates on a vast major- 
ity of the Dingley schedules should be ma- 
terially reduced without interfering in any 
way with the protective principle, and that 
this reduction which is expected by the peo- 
ple would at the same time largely increase 
the revenue and possibly make it unneces- 
sary to pass an income tax or increase the 
internal revenue now derived from beer. 
Most people who study the tariff from a dis- 
passionate standpoint take the same view. 

Dingley Rates Kill Competition. 

The trouble with a great many Dingley 
rates is not merely that they are too high but 
that they are prohibitory. When a prohibi- 
tive rate is enforced the importer of course 
can send no goods into the United States, and 
there is no revenue. The local manufacturer

Wrecking of New Building. 


EXPLOSION AT EARLY HOUR.

Police Start Investigation Immedi- 
ately, but Find No Clew. 


A new flat building was wrecked by the 
explosion of a dynamite bomb at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning at Washtenaw avenue and Lex- 
ington street as a result, it is said, of labor 


troubles. The report was heard for two 
miles around. 


Bix two flat buildings have been in course 
of erection at the northwest corner. The 
police say that there have been disputes with 
the workingmen. 

So far as can be learned there were no 
threats made nor overt acts noticed last 
night. 


Crash Avyouses Neighborhood. 

There seemed to be no indication of trouble 
until the explosion blew up one of the build - 
ings and shook and aroused the neighbor- 
hood. 

The police of the Thirteenth district were 
notified and they rushed a squad of men to 
the scene. They found evidences of dynamite 
apparently used in the form of a bomb. 

There was no clew to the perpetrators nor 
any indication that any one had been injured. 

When the explosion occurred, windows 
were broken and débris from the wrecked 
building was hurled across the street. Tele- 
phone messages from the neighbors were re- 
ceived by the police, and in a short time 
policemen were on the scene. It was found 
that the interior of the building was ruined, 


| part of the roof at the rear blown off, and 


the west wall thrown down. 


Nonunion Labor Employed. 

According to residents there had been fre- 
quent clashes among workmen at the build- 
ings, the contractor, it was said, having 
employed nonunion labor. He is said to 
have been threatened frequently and he had 
made appeals to the police for protection. 
‘The ruined building was in the center of 
the row of six buildings. The other five were 
slightly damaged. The loss is estimated by 
the police at $8,000.

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PROFIT VANISHING 
AS PATTEN QUITS. 


“King of Pit” May Get Out 
with Only $500,000 Gain 
Instead of Millions 
Expected. 


STANDS CHANCE OF LOSS. 


Flees to Seclusion in New Mex- 
ico and® Leaves Lieuten- 
ants to Fight His 
Battle. 


Routed by the unwelcome publitity and 
criticism, James A. Patten has a ted his 
position as King of the Wheat Pit at the 
most critical time for the success of. his 
deal, and throwing over the greatest portion 
of the profits which he had made by his cor- 
ner in May wheat, he now stands to wina 
paltry $500,000, instead of the $5,000,000 which 
stood to his credit ten days ago. And there 
is a possibility even that the deal will end 
in a loss if the market continues to break as it 
did yesterday. 

Mr. Patten has fied to the seclusion of his 
partner’s ranch in New Mexico, where a 
telegram will be ancient history before it 
can reach him, and has left his lieutenants to 
get him out of the deal to the best possible ad- 
vantage. It is the end of the most nearly 
successful corner in wheat that has been 
run since the palmy days of Old Hutch.” 

July wheat broke 4% cents under the press- 
ure of the selling, which started as soon as it 
hecame definitely known that Pajten had 
“quit the game,“ which makes a total de- 
cline of 9% cents in one week. 


Patten Brokers Are Sellers. 

Brokers in the pit from the Batten house 
were striving strenuously to sell July wheat. 
The only chance Patten has left to get out of 
the market without taking a serious loss is to 
sell enough ywheat for July delivery to take 
care of the 5,000,000 bushels of May wheat 
which he will be obliged to take in on the 
contracts which he already has purchased. 

In the congested condition of the market it 
would be absolutely impossible to sell 8,000, - 
000 bushels of May wheat without breaking 
the price below $1, but the trade in July being 
wider, Mr. Patten's lieutenants are planning 
to take in the wheat as delivered during the 
month of May and to carry it until July, and 
then deliver it on the contracts they are now 
selling. The best they can hope to clean up on 
the whole operation will be $500,000. 

It is estimated by the most careful market 
obesrvers that Patten has purchased alto- 
gether about 30,000,000 bushels of May wheat, 
and of this amount he has been successful in 
unloading on the public something like 
22,000,000 bushels at a profit. 

Makes Tracks for New Mexico. 

Try as hard as he could he has not been able 
to sell any more of that option without 
breaking the price and therefore he deter- 


the midst of that deal when, taken with the 
“blue funk,” he suddenly dropped every- 
thing and made tracks for New Mexico, 
looking for large amounts of seclusion and 
a dig rest. All further attempts at secretive- 
ness were cast to the winds when he was un- 
earthed at Trinidad, Col., and grudgingly 
admitted that he had fled the fleld of battle. 

Patten arrived at Vermejo Park, N. M., the 
ranch of W. H. Bartlett, at night after @ 
drive of twenty-five miles through a moun- 
tain blizzard that had raged for twenty-four 
hours. He is twenty-five miles from a rail- 
road or telegraph station, and the servants of 
the ranch were instructed not to reply to the 
telephone, the sole means of communication 
between Vermejo and the outside world. 

It was learned from a servant before the 
telephone service was discontinued that Mr. 
Patten had arrived safely for an indefinite 
stay. The conversation was interrupted by 
a voice evidently near the servant saying, 
“Be careful what you say.” The receiver 
was then hung up. : 


Exciting Day for the Pit. 

It was one of the most exciting days the pit 
has witnessed fora long time. The bulls who 
live in Chicago, or those who are in direct 
communication with this market over pri- 
vate wires, were ordering their wheat sold out 
at the best price possible, and others who 
have been pyramiding, buying wheat with 
their paper profits, had their holdings sold 
out on stop loss orders by their brokers. The 
professional bears seized the opportunity to 
hammer the market, offering wheat in large 
chunks to help along the break. The only 
thing which kept the market fram being even 
more completely demoralized was the profit 
taking by scalping bears and the execution 
of buying orders for country clients who 
could not reach their brokers in time to get 
them canceled. 

Wild Rumors Flying About. 

There were many rumors flying about the 
floor of the board of trade, most of them as 
wild as the market. Some were to the effect 
that Patten had been selling his holdings 
under cover to the other members of the 
pool, getting out with a personal profit of 
$5,000,000, and other rumors that he foresaw 
a deluge of actual wheat, coming upon him 
on May 1 which he would be unable to ab- 
sorb, and had run away so that he would not 
be here when the crash came. 

The most careful observers of market con- 
ditions, however, believe Patten has run his 
deal so well that his brothers George and 
Harry can still get him out of his holdings 
with what to ordinary men would be a hand- 
some profit. 

There was 116 concealing the fact that Mr. 
Patten is sick and disgruntled over the un- 
welcome advertising he has received. He 
adinitted as much toa reporter who saw him 
in Trinidad, Colo., where he stopped for a tee 
hours to change cars for Vermejo Park, N. 
Méx., Whence he will drive thirty miles to 
William H. Bartlett's ranch. 

“I'm sick and tired of all this notoriety,” 
he said. It's none of your business what I 
think. I want to forget wheat; and I’m tired 
of reporters. Get out.“ 


Health Undermined by Strain. 

If his health had not Deen undermined by 
the long strain he has been under, his friends 
think that probably he could have stood the 
notoriety and would have stuck to his posi- 
tion here, carrying the deal through by sheer 
force of money and muscle. But this wheat 
corner is the last of a series of deals he has 
been running for the last two and one-half 
years, each one of which has been a long 
drawn out battle. 

To his friends Patten has always admitted 
in the words he once used to the wife of an 
eastern stock broker who asked him if 
business was not the same as her Husband's: 
No, madam; I am a western gambler.” 

But he always boasted that his deals never 
worried him, no matter how they went, and 
that he dropped all thoughts of business the

Mayor Revokes License of Inter- 
national and It Is Dark. 
— 


INQUIRY OF OTHERS NEXT, 


City’s Vigilance in Guarding Against 
Disasters Not to Relax. 


The penalty for “taking a chance”. by 
violating city ordinances was imposed on the 
International theater yesterday by Mayor 
Busse: He revoked the license of the house, 
and in addition ordered an inquiry to place 
the responsibflity for the lax enforcement of 
the building ordinances. 

He announced that instructions were under 
consideration for an immediate inspection of 
all the theaters in the city for violations that 
may have been allowed to creep in as they 
did at the International. He said the vig- 
lance of the building and the fire depart- 
ments would not be permitted to relax for 
@ moment, and that if a stirring up proved 
necessary the prod would be administered. 
His action was taken after a conference 
with Fire Marshal Horan and Bullding Com- 
missioner Campbell, in which the two de- 
partmefit heads were asked whether cases 
similar to that of the International might 
not be in existence today, and they were in- 
structed to see that the theater laws are en- 
forced to the letter. 


Mayor Wastes No Time. 


The revocation followed immediately on 
+ the Official notification of the mayor of the 
status of affaires at the Wabash avenue 
house. The head of the building department 
and the fire marshal met in consultation in 
the latter’s office and went from there to pre- 
sent the case formally to Corporation Coun- 
sel Brundage. . 

Mr, Brundagg told them the simplest meth- 
od was to present the case directly to the 
mayor, and that was their action: He also 
told them Mat criminal’ presecutions could 
be begun for each performance at which 
movable scenery was used at the theater, 
but they delayed consideration of that step 
until @ later day. 

The mayor's revocation was communicated 
to the police department and notice was 
served at the box office of the theater in mid- 
afternoon. A patrolman was placed at the 
doors during the evening to see that no vig« 
{tors were admitted and that no performan 
was given. ae 

No effort to light up the house Was made, 
but a large number of performérs and sév- 
eral score holders of tickets were turned 
away.

Ellis Glickman Downhearted. 

Ellis F. Glickman, manager of the theater 
itself, was more morose than the company 
manager. 

It means that my creditors are going to 
lose their money or will have to wait for it,“ 
he said. “I gave Chicago grant opera and 
lost money on it. This was my one chance to 
make up, and if it is gone I den’t know what 
I can do for my creditors, may have to 
go through bankruptcy. ; 

„As a matter of fact my theater is the 
safest in town. It has twice as many exits 
right on the street as any other house. I in- 
vite the public and all persons interested to 
visit it tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. I 
will have it open and they can go thfugh 
and pass judgment. I invite the newspapers 
and .public organizations and city depart- 
ments to give their opinions of its safety.“ 

He refused to say whether he would offer 
any defense that would be acceptable in the 
courts for violating the ordinances, and he 
answered by criticising other theaters. 

** IT womt tell just what the violations are, 
he said, but nearly every theater in the 
downtown district—some of the principal 
ones—is violating the ordinances. Why are 
they not held to the letter of the law? 


Blames Injunction Muddle. 

Fire Marshal Horan also had a word to say 
regarding the International's violation of 
the law. het 

„My then are conversant with the theater 
ordinances,” he said, “and there is little 
éxcuse for any of them permitting. the Inter- 
national to operate as it has been doing. The 
only thing is that the theater operated under 
an injunction until a short time ago, afd 
then the management was permitted to take 
out a class 4 license. The firemen, perhaps, 
were not in full possession of all the detalls 
of the litigation and so failed to report the 
violations. 

„I shall know just what was the cause of 
the failure before I get through and hew in- 
structions that will prevent a recurrence of 
this affair anywhere in the city will be is- 
sued to all stations.“ 


Camipbell Calls It a Lesson. 

Building Commissioner Campbell said the 
revocation of the International's license was 
necessgry and could not have been avoided. 

„ The managers knew what they were do- 
ing.“ he explained, and we can’t have the- 
aters taking chances on being caught. Wo 
had to punish the first one caughteto keep 
the others from trying the same game. If 
we let the first one go others might plead for 
clemency on that precedent later, and the 
publie might not escape 80 luckily next time. 

„ Now, I believe all the managers will be 
on their guard against a violation of even the 
slightest degree and I shall make it my’busi- 
ness immediately to see that no slips are 
made, and I shall notify all theaters that no 
leeway is to be allowed them. The ordi- 
nances will be enforced strictly,

HOLDS RIGHT TO THE DRAMA. 


Negotiating with Eastern Managers to 
et ‘Put It on the Boards. 


Samuel Eberly Gross, the former Chicago 
real estate operator, whose wife obtained a 
divorce. yesterday in Judge Gibbons’ court, 
will attempt to retrieve his shattered fortunes 
in the theatrical field. According to his at- 
torney, Frank E. Makeel, Mr. Grose is ne- 
gotiating with eastern theatrical managers 
for the production of Edmond Rostand’s 
“Cyrano de Bergerac,“ which a Chicago fed- 
eral court declared to be a plagiarism of 
the real estate man's Merchant Prince of 
Cornville.“ , 

Mr. Gross, it developed, had been in Chi- 
cago for several days and departed after 
Judge Gibbons hag signed the decree of sep- 
aration sought by Mrs. Grogs on the charge 


of desertion. 

„I have not seen Mr. Gross today,” said 
Mr. Makeel, and I know it was his inten- 
tion to return to Battle Creek. He was in 
a hurry to get back on account of some im- 
portant business that is coming up in con- 
nection with his plans to embark in theatri- 
cal production. He intends to put his play 
on the stage within a short time and he has 
been négotiating with the managers for its 
production for some time.” 


Claims Rights to Cyrano.“ 

„Do you mean the ‘ Merchant Prince of 
Cornville’? Mr. Makeel was asked. 

“Well, yesthat is, Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac, replied the lawyer. “You recall that 
the court decided that Rostand's play was a 
plagiarism on Mr. Grose’ play, and that Mr. 
Gross was entitled to all the rights of its 
production. The play has not been produced 
in this country since Mr. Gross“ title was 
established, but now he is planning to revive 
it. 

„It has been reported that Sarah Bern- 
hardt is coming to this country to play 
‘Cyrano,” and if she does Mr. Gross will 
ask the courts to enjoin her production of 
the play. He has been assured that the re- 
vival of hie play will net him a large amount 
of money, and there is every prospect that 
he will be able in this way to get on his 
feet again,” 

Mr. Gross, Who has been living at Battle 
Crees for two years, game to Chicago a 
few ys before the divorce hearing came up, 
and copped with friends on the south side. 


Clears Wife's Realty Titles. 

The meetings between the husband and 
wife on the eve of their legal separation took 
place in the office of Attorney Thomas E. D. 
Bradley, who represented Mrs. Gross in the 
proceedings, and who for many years was 
the legal adviser of Mr. Gross in his real 
estate business. There were two or more 
meetings, but, according to report, they 
were of a strictly matter of fact, business- 
like character. The signatures of both hus- 
band and wife were necessary to various 
papers beforé the arrangements for the di- 
vorce could bé carried out. Mrs. Gross asked 
no alimony in her bill, and Mr. Gross there- 
fore was called upon to relinquish his inter- 
est in ber property. Through acknowledg- 
mente made by Mr. Grose it was established 
that Mrs. Gross has a claim of §25,000 against

Sonsteby Argues for Paid Board. 

The opposition was represented by John J 
Sonsteby arguing for a paid board, for the 
revaluation clause in leases, and against the 
provision which allows the superintendent 
of schools the initiative in the selection of 
school books, and against the provision 
which allows the mayor to remove a member 
of the board on petition of a majority of its 
members. ‘ * 

Mr. Schneider explained, in answer to ques- 
tions from Mr. Sollitt, that he believes in the 
greater efficacy of a small board if carefully 
selected, and that he was of opinion that a 
position without salary would attract a high- 
er grade of men than a paid position. 

“You don’t believe the city of Chicago 
could hire a man like Joseph Downey, for in- 
stance, to serve on the school board at any 
price it could afford to pay,” Mr. Sollit sug- 
gested. 

“Precisely,” said Mr. Schneider. “I 
wouldn’t serve myself for pay. The best 
men available for this work do not want a 
salary and would not want the positions if 
they were salaried.” 


Explains Position as to Leases. 

The supporters of the bill were questioned 
exhaustively regarding the provision in the 
bill which stipulates that the board shall not 
make any lease for a longer period than ten 
years without the consent of the city council 
and were asked to explain why no demand for 
revaluing was made. 

Tou can’t rent property when a revalu- 
ation clause is in the lease, said Mr. Schnei- 
der. It can’t be done. The lessee cannot 
raise money for his building if the revalu- 
ation clause is in the lease. The banks will 
not advance it when they do not know what 
the value of the property is to be and you 
cannot get men to invest their money in the 


school lands when they are uncertain as to 
their rentals.“ 5 

Mr. Schneider used THE TrRIBUNB® leasehold 
as an example and said that the improve- 
ment placed on the property had increased 
the value of the site, had resulted in increased 
taxes, and said that it would have been im- 
possible for the lessees to have invested 
$1,700,000 in a building if a revaluation clause 
had been carried in the lease. 


No Revaluation Clause in Years. 
Mr. Mark supported him in t argument, 
saying that to the best of his knowledge 
there had not been a lease given in Chieago 
in ten years with a revaluation clause in it. 

Do you refer to school board leases or to 
leases between private persons?’ asked Rep- 
resentative Poulton. 

„J am referring to leases made by private 
owners of property, said Mr. Mark. So 
far as my knowledge goes no lease with a 
revaluation clause has been made in Chicago 
in ten or fifteen years. That does not include 
leases which have been made subject to 
stated and periodical increases in rent, which, 
of course, is not revaluation.” 

Mr. Mark referred to the appraisal] of 
school lands made at the time when Tue 
TRIBUNE lease was given and said that the 
appraisement had been made by three men 
he considered as competent judges as there 
were, in Chicago.

“Condition Bars Good Renters.” 
Isn't there a way by which a revaluation 
could be provided for with a maximum and 
minimum. limit?” asked Representative 
Shepard.

Mr. Mark called attention to the fuct that 
nothing in the provisions of the bill barred 
the board of education from putting such 


clauses in the leases. 


Unlimited Power to Make Leases. 
At the present time, he said. the board 
of education is not limited mg BS — to 
make leases. A lease for 200 years could be 
granted if the board so desired. We once had a 
srequest for a lease for 198 years.

Springfield, III., April 22.—[Special.]—A sub- 
stitute and compromise bill for the reorgan- 
ization of the state charitable and penal in- 
stitutions, was reported to the senate today 
and was advanced to second reading, this 
being the first substantial progress made by 
the legislature in dealing with any of the 
big state wide issues 2 the present 
general assembly. 

The measure was framed in committee as 
a substitute for bills introduced by Senators 
Hay. McKenzie, and Manny. The first of these 
bills was the administration measure, the 
second was the bill of the senate investi- 
gating committee, and the third was drawn as 


a result of Mr. Manny’s work when, as mem- 


ber of the house in the last general assembly, 

he was engaged in the work of the house 

investigating committee. ' 

From Senator Manny’s bill the substitute 
measure has taken provisions for a new 
manner of commitment of convicted persons 
and combining Joliet and Chester and the 
reformatory at Pontiac in one general peni- 
tentiary and reformatory, with three 
branches. Commitment, under the bill, would 
be to the general penitentiary, and assign- 

ment to branches would be in accordance 
| with the character of the convict and nature 
ot the crime. 

Board of Five Managers. 

All institutions, it is provided, shall be put 
in charge of five carefully selected and well 
paid managers, to constitute the state board 
of administration, of whom one shall be an 
expert in the care and treatment of insane,

This fair city, which has been con- 
siderably upset ever since the removal! bill 
was introduced, disguised its real feelings 
toward the Peoria invaders and formally ex- 
tended the glad hand to the burglarious citi- 
zens of its rival town. 


Meet Burglars“ with a Band. 

Springfield - trotted out a band of forty 
pieces and a dozen standards with Wel- 
‘come, Peoria,“ painted on them, and met 
the visitors with as many glad smiles as if 
they were not carrying burglar kits with 
them. pee * 

This effort to be hospitable even if un- 
happy was duly appreciated by the Peoria 
delegation, and the rival parties started for 
the statehouse, packing the galleries all dur- 
ing the proceedings prior -to the session and 
during the balloting on the senatorship.

Under the charities — 
corrections commission is established a boa 
of local visitors, provided for in the existing 
law, for each county jail and almshouse. 
One member of each local board is to be a 
woman. 

Annual Conference Provided. 
Sone provision of the bill brings the board 
of administration and the charities and cor- 
rections commission together in conference 
once a year to consider in detail all ques- 
tions relating to treatment and care for in- 
sane, epileptics, feebleminded, prisoners, 
delinquents, poor, and all other wards of the 
state. and all questions of management and 
improvement of institutions caring for such 
wards.” 

Other details of the bill provide newest 
approved methods of treatment and care that 
are found in operation in progressive states.

On the eross ex- 
tion of A. R. Watson, attorney for 
Mr. Gould, the witness became confused at 
diferent times and was forced to admit he

Contradicted by Affidavit. 
“Did you sit on the veranda at the hotel 
1 Atlantic City with Mrs. Gould?” he was 


asked. 

“No, I did not.” 

“Are you positive?“ 

“Yes, fam sure I did not.“ 

Attorney Watson then produced Farnum’s 
ada vit, made last summer, in which the 
actor had stated that he had been on the 
yeranda with Mrs. Gould. 

“How do you explain that?’’ asked Mr. 
Watson. 

“I don’t know,“ was the reply. It has 
been so long ago that I have forgotten. Iam 
pot sure now about the incident.“ 

During most of the €xamination, however, 
Mr. Farnum was fairly well posted on the 
facts. He told of his first meeting with Mrs. 
Gould in connection with acharity entertain- 
ment, of later dinners at tue Hotel St. Regis, 
or automobile parties, and teas. 

“Have you ever been guilty of any im- 
propriety with Mrs. Gould?” he was asked. 

“Not in any manner, shape, or form,” waa 
the instant reply. I never have known her 


to act otherwise than as a good and pure 


woman.” 
Tells of Auto Trip and Dinner. 

The witness told of meeting Mrs. Gould in 
Philadelphia when she and a party of friends 
were automobiling. He was invited to dinner 
with her and the next day he accompanied 
the party to Atlantic City in the automobile. 

“How did Mrs. Gould register at the ho- 
tel?” he was asked. 

“I believe she registered as Mrs. Howard. 
She hardly ever registered as Mrs. Gould, be- 
cause she did not wish to attract unneces- 
gary attention.“ 

Mr. Farnum said Mrs. Gould was taken 
fl when they arrived at Atlantic City and 
was compelled to retire to her room. He 
ald that he went out on the board walk 
with two young women members of the party 
and rode around ‘in “foolish chairs.“ He 
declared he had not ridden in one bf the 
“foolish chairs’’ with Mrs. Gould. 

The only time the actor said he had ever 
been alone with Mrs. Gould was one day 
when he went with her in her automobile to 
Castle Gould, Long Island. On the way 
back he said the French chauffeur struck a 
wagon load of Germans and spilled them in 
the road. The Gould machine was disabled 
and the couple was picked up by another 
automobile and taken to New York. They 
had dinner together at the St. Regis. 

“Did you ever sit on a divan with Mrs. 
Gould? asked Attorney Watson. 

Never in my life. I never was any closer 
to her than whet I was sitting by her side 
in an automobile.’’ 

Were you ever in her bedroom in the St. 
Regis? 

“I certainly never was. I consider that 
question impertinent.” 

Here the witness was questioned regarding 
the personal appearance of Mrs. Gould, about 
her eyes, and hair, and figure. 


Never Looks in Woman’s Eyes. 
_“ What is the color of Mrs. Gould’s eyes?“ 
“I—I—why, I must say I do not know.” 
“Do you mean to tell me,“ said the at- 
torhey, as if surprised, that you took din- 
ner with this lady a number of times and 

never noticed the color of her eyes?’’ 

“Yes, I hardly ever look at a woman’s 
eyes. It would seem rude to me, and there 
Was no clash of soul’ between Mrs. Gould 
and myself.“ 

The actor did not know the exact color of 
Mrs. Gould's hair. He said she was tall and 
had a good figure. He also remembered that 
she was of a quiet and retiring disposition, 
never intruding herself or attempting to at- 
tract attention.” The question of Mrs. 
Gould’s drinking was brought up at this 
point.

URGES LAW 10 CURB AUTOS 


Coroner's Jury Would Stop Ma- 
chines Passing Street Cars. 


DRIVER IS HELD FOR DEATH. 


Another Runs Down Boy and Speeds 
On, but Is Captured. 


An ordinance to punish chauffeurs who 
speed automobiles past stopping street cars to 
the great danger of alighting passengers was 
recommended yesterday by a coroner's jury 
that held Herbert Heselton to the grand 
jury on the charge of causing the death of 


Daniel Cavanaugh. The action was taken 


with the advice of Coroner Hoffman, who de- 
clared this form of recklessness was becom- 
ing too common. 

Cavanaugh was struck dy Heselton’s auto 
as he alighted from a Halsted street car at 
Thirty-eighth place on April 4. He died in 
the Provident hospital April 14. A recom- 
mendation similar to that made by the Cav- 
anaugh jury was made on Wednesday by the 
jury which investigafed the killing of 12 
year old Ella Castle, 7519 Jackson Park ave- 
nue, by an automobile in which Sanitary 
Trustee Baker and Electrician Ellicott, were 
riding. 


Chauffeur Under Arrest. 


Another accident of probable fatal result 
was reported during the day. Joseph Weiss, 
9 years old, 663.Wrightwood avenue, was run 
down at Diversey boulevard and Ashland 
avenue, by ah automobile operated by John 
Clark, chauffeur for John Prendergast of 
Winfield, III., a son of the late Justice Pren- 
dergast. Clark was taken to the Sheffield 
avenue station and charged with assault and 
violating the park speeding ordinance. He 
refused to talk and the police say he appeared 
to have been drinking.

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CHICAGO TROOPS 10 ELGIN 


Kane County Is to Be Camping 
Ground of First. Brigade. 


WILL SET UP TENTS JULY-38. 


Third Brigade May Be Ordered to Elgin 
Too; Second to Springfield. 


The First brigade, Illinois national guard, 
is to encamp and maneuver as a brigade at a 
point not far from Elgin. The First, Second, 
and Seventh regiments of infantry, under 
command of Brig. Gen. D. Jack Foster, will. 
depart for the scene of temporary hostilities 
on July 3 and will camp in the Kane county 
territory for about ten days. 

The official orders have not been issued 
from Springfield, as Gov. Deneen has ap- 
pointed no adjutant general to succeed the 
late Adjt. Gen. Thomas W. Scott. It be- 
came known, however, in national guard cir- 
cles in Chicago yesterday that Elgin has 
been chosen as the place for the First brigade 
encampment, and that it is further probable 
that the Third brigade, commanded by Gen. 
Edward Kittilsen of Moline, will succeed the 
First brigade in the Elgin camp. 


First Brigade All from Chicago. 

The First brigade is entirely from Chi- 
cago, embracing the First, Second, and Sev- 
enth regiments of infantry. The Third brig- 
ade, under Gen. Kittilsen's command, carries 
the Third and Sixth infantry regiments of 
the guard, both from downstate cities. 

According to the understanding in Chicago 
the Second brigade will be the National 
guard element which will quarter at Camp 
Lincoln, in Springfield, in the summer. Pro- 
vision for the First cavalry and for the sum- 
mer movemente of the artillery-corps,and of 
the naval militia have not yet been made. 


Regular Troops Are Expected, Too. 

It is planned, it is believed, to have a bat- 
talion of regular army troops ordered for duty 
with the Illinois brigade near Elgin. This 
battalion may come from Fort Sheridan or 
from some other regular army post in the 
department of the great lakes.

Guided to the residence of his mother - in- 
law by his 10 year old daughter, Harry L. 
Summers yesterday afternoon killed his wife, 
shot his child and his mother-in-law, and 
later killed bimself when a policeman ar- 
rived to arrest him. That Summers had 
planned to kill his wife and child was learned 
from John O’Brien, an undertaker at 1663 
West Twelfth street. He told the under- 
taker Wednesday to be ready to answer 6 
death call yesterday, as his wife was “‘in 
a hospital at the point of death.“ The shoot- 
ing took place at 525 Albany avenue. The 
mother-in-law is Mrs. Anna McKenzie. 

After meeting his daughter Gladys at 
the Victor Lawson school, where she was 
@ pupil, Summers went directly to the resi- 
dence, where the family was at luncheon. 

Here's papa,“ Gladys said. 

“I thought you had left town,“ Mrs. Sum- 
mers said. Bes 
J just came over to get something,” he 
answered. 

Summers then walked over to his wife as 
if to offer a caress and drew a revolver. He 
pressed it to her back and fired twice. She 
fell over dead and her mother rushed toward 
her. Summers then turned the revolver 
toward her and fired,-the bullet striking her 
in the abdomen. She ran shrieking from the 
room, followed by the child. Summers fired 
again, and the bullet struck the little girl 
in the left shoulder. The child and her 
grandmother ran to the third flat above, and 
Summers barricaded the doors of the second 
floor flat. 


Kills Himself When Cornered. 

In response to an alarm Detective Edward 
Maher of the Thirteenth street station an⸗ 
Vincent Cichowies, a west park policeman, 
went to the McKenzie flat. They could not 
force the doors, and the detective climbed 
into the flat through a back window.

He said he wanted one of my cards, and that 
he would need me in a day or two, as his 
wife could not live. He told me this while 
the child was not in hearing distance. He 
also asked to borrow $2, which I let him have. 
I would have let him have fifty just as quick- 
ly, as I have buried a child, his mother, and 
a brother for him in the last few years, and 
always found him to be perfectly hon in 
everything. 
I had no idea that he and his wife were 
having trouble, as I had not seen him re- 
cently.“ 
O'Brien will have five funerals from me,” 
Summers told Henry: Massey of the undertak- 
ing establishment Wednesday. 


Act Follows Brief Separation. 
The police say Summers, who was 46 years 
old, and his wife, who was 35, lived at 153 
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a week ago. Summers, who is a nickel plater, 
had quit working and had been drinking 
and did not support his family.

WIFE CHARGES DIVORCE PLOT;

A minute later Thorne is said to have 
rushed into the bedroom charging his wife 
with infidelity and grabbing her by the arm 
and dragged her to the kitchen of the house, 
where, it is safd, Barnard was found.

Turned Free with a Nickel He Sought 
Pennies for Food. 


Jean Valjean in real life was enacted in 
Chicago last night with Policeman Edward 
J. Powers in the role of Javert. 

Jerry Marshall, who yesterday was re- 
leased from the house of correction after hav- 
ing served a year’s sentence for highway rob- 
bery, was Jean. Ten hours after he had 
passed through the prison gates to freedom 
he was again in the clutches of the law. 

As fate would have it, he was arrested by 
the same policeman who eleven months ago 
caught him in the act of robbing a woman 
in Michigan avenue. 

Within a block of the scene of the former 
crime, Marshall was captured by Powers 
while committing a burglary. He had been 
turned adrift from the bridewell in the 
morning with only 5 cents for car fare. He 
had not tasted food for two days, because the 
thought of freedom had made him forget 
his hunger. 


First Meeting with His “Javert.” 
Before he was arrested last May for rob- 
bing Miss Morina Wood, an actress, Mar- 
shall had been employed as a porter and 
waiter. It was near midnight that He stopped 
Miss Wood at Peck court and Michigan ave- 
nue and robbed her of a purse and watch. 
Policeman Powers heard the woman's 
scream and quickly captured the thief, who, 
on account of his paralyzed leg, cannot run. 
The next day Municipal Judge Sadler sen- 
tenced Marshall to a year in the bridewell. 
Owing to his condition he was not obliged to 
perform any labor. With one month off for 
good behavior his term expired yesterday. 
As the prison doors clanged behind him he 
resolved to be a better man. His left side 
is partly paralyzed, but despite his affliction 
he hobbled briskly along the broad stone 
walk from the prison to the nearest car line, 
a quarter of a mile distant. Never before in 
his life had the world seemed so bright to 
him. Although a raw wind chilled his thinly 
clad form, he stamped his feet on the stone 
flagging and whistled a merry tune. 


Goes to Scene of First Crime. 

In his hand he clutched the s cent prise 
that the bridewell clerk had given him with 
the injunction not to spend it all in one 
place. A car toward the city came along 
and he swung aboard. N 

That disposed of his nickel. 

Upon arrival in the city, he says an ir- 
resistible impulse drew him to the spot 
where he had been arrested. After satisfy- 
ing his curiosity he tuned away and walked 
west in Peck court. nder the south side 
elevated structure he noticed that a board 
was torn off the side of Murphy Bros.’ milk 
depot. He needed rest and he crept into the 
building. . 

For half an hour he lay on a pile of old 
papers. He had no covering over him, but 
he was a free man, and he imagined himself 
warm and comfortable. 


Temptation, Fall, Retribution. 

From where he lay he gazed around the 
room, a gaslight having been left burning 
dimly for the night, and he could make out 
a cash register. He crawled to the spot on 
his hands and knees, and while taking the 
few pennies from the register he heard a 
voice asking Who's there?” 

Am dat you, Mistah Powers?“ he called 
out, having recognized the voice as that 
of his Javert.' ' ; 

Tes.“ was the ‘policeman’s answer. 
Who are you— Marshall?“ 

The policeman while passing through the 
alley under the elevated structure saw the 
man crawling toward the cash register.

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| LATTER SEEKS A CHANGE. 


Decides to Remain Here but a 
Year Longer Before Trans- 
| fer to Manila. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.]— 
It developed today that Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, now in command of the military de- 
partment of the east, with headquarters at 
Governor's Island, N. T., will be the next 
chief of staff of the army. 

Gen. Wood will succeed Maj. Gen. J. Frank- 
lin Bell, whose reappointment to his present 
office was announced immediately after the 
imauguration of the new administration. 
Gen. Bell, however, has decided to remain 
here but a year longer and some time next 
spring probably will be transferred to 
Manila, where he will have command of the 
troops stationed in the Philippine archipel- 
ago. 

The departure of Gen. Bell from Washing- 
ton will be unquestionably 2 serious loss to 
the military service and to the administra- 
tion. His work as chief of staff has been of 
the highest character and has resulted in an 
increase in the efficiency of the entire army. 


Sen. Bell’s Work Effective. 

Gen. Bell was appointed to his present 
office when the general staff was in more or 
less nebulous condition. It had been inaugu- 
rated under Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young. 
but that officer soon retired and the real work 
of organization and development occurred 
His display of interest in 
the war college, his introduction of reforms 
which eradicated defects and cured evils 
have caused the army as a whole to express 
@mphatic appreciation of his worth. 

The work of Gen. Bell was handicapped, 
however, by the unsatisfactory status of the 
genera! staff and the reéstablishment by con- 
gress of the office of adjutant general, into 
which Maj. Gen. Fred Ainsworth was legis- 
lated. Gen. Ainsworth has kept his hands 
upon the paper work of the department, mak- 
ing it necessary for the general staff to run 
to him for documents, etc. There is no ques- 
tion, of course, that the general staff should 
have precisely the same status as is in effect 
abroad; that is to say, all the bureaus of the 
war department should be subject to its con- 
trol. The contrary now is the case, though 
Gen. Bell, by his diplomacy and tact, has 
brought about a condition of codperation 
which has en: vied prompt movements of 
troops and the execution of other military 
maneuvers. 


Gen. Wood’s Rapid Rise. 

Gen. Bell’s successor, Gen. Wood, unlike the 
present chief of staff, is not a graduate of the 
military academy and consequently never 
has had the standing in the service that Bell 
has enjoyed. His career has been one of the 
most remarkable the army hasever seen. He 
Was born in New Hamshipre, studied medi- 


elne, and in 1886 was appointed an assistant 


surgeon. He participated in the Indian wars, 
notably in pursuit of Geronimo, displaying 
heroism. under fire which bruoght him 
eventually a medal of honor. 

Gen. Wood was a captain and assistant 
surgeon when, at the outbreak of the war 
in company with Theodore 


navy, he organized what was known as the 
Riders regiment. During the Cuban

full measure of the prohibitive tariff and he 


is secure from competition. 

Under the principle laid down by Presi- 
dent Taft, the protective tariff is not in- 
tended to prevent all foreign competition. 
On the contrary, it was devised, according 
to the president, simply and solely to cover 
the actual difference in the cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad. When that dif- 
ference is provided for the function of a pro- 
tective tariff ceases, according to Mr. Taft. 

The consumer is compelled to pay the dif- 
ference between the local and foreign cost 
of production, but he is not compelled to pay 
anything made, whereas under a prohibitive 
tariff, too much of which crept into the Ding- 
ley bill, the consumer is compelled to assume 
not only the difference in cost of production, 
but also an added margin which is unadulter- 
ated and unearned profit for the manufactur- 


er, given to him by congressional action 
alone. 


Believe in Cutting Duties. 

Men like Mr. Cummins, who pledge their 
loyalty to the protective system, believe in 
the cutting down of duties wherever they are 
in excess, no matter who is the beneficiary, 
and on that basis they are fully convinced 
there will be a large increase in importations 
resulting in the payment of much greater 
duties to the government and a settlement of 
the vexed revenue question which Mr. Ald- 
rich admittedly has failed to solve. That this 
would be good politics no one can doubt, be- 
cause although Mr. Aldrich in the senate to- 
day declared the Republicans were not 
pledged to a revision downward, the rank and 
file of the party, at least in the west, believe 
such a procedure was contemplated. 

As regards sugar, the fight is likely to be 
more bitter and more complicated. No one 
wants to cut down the revenue from that 
source. On the contrary, the general desire 
is to increase it, but to do so if possible with- 
out benefiting the trust, which particularly 
is in disfavor just now because of its effort to 
defraud the government by false weights. 

To most people the sugar duty above all 
others is a mystery, and there is scarcely any 
wonder, because it involves a knowledge of 
the process of manufacture itself. In the 
discussion of the sugar duties many men in 
and out of congress have made the most 
ludicrous mistakes, because they have con- 
fused raw and refined sugar to a remarkable 
degree. At the present time the duty on 
sugar is based absolutely on the degree to 
which it is or is not available for ordinary 
use on the table. 


No Refined Sugar Imported. 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, 
Sugar, as a whole, produced approximately 
$60,000,000, or something less than one-fifth 
of the entire revenue from customs. Many 
people suppose this means the collection by 
the government of ney on refined or table 
sugar. Practically thing of the kind takes 
place. In reality there is no refined or fin- 
ished sugar imported into the United States 
at all. All of this enormous revenue comes, 
with a trifling exception, from sugar which 
is either raw or only partially refined. Two- 
thirds of the revenue from this source came 
during the fiscal year of 1907 from Cuban 
sugar, and only $82,000 in customs duties was 
assessed on refined sugar from the whole 
world, 

To understand the sugar duty it should be 
explained that it is fixed first of all on a basis 
of so much for every degree of purity as 
shown by the polariscope. For instance, 
sugar, whether cane or beet, which does not 
test above 75 degrees pays duty of but .95 of 
a cent per pound. The rate then rises until 
it reaches 1.95 cents per pound for refined 
sugar, testing presumably 100 degrees, but 
which technically is known as above No. 16, 
Dutch standard, and which has gonethrough 
the process of refinement. Of course between 
75 degrees and 100 degrees there is a wide 
range of price which is followed by the duty, 
that duty being proportioned exactly and 
scientifically, to the nearness to the refined 
point which the sugar has reached. Between 
75 degree sugar, which is assessed at .95 ofa 
cent under the present law, and refined sugar 
at 1.95 cents there fs a difference of ex- 


actly 1 cent, which is called the differential” 


between raw sugar and refined sugar, the 
latter being the product of the big sugar trust 
and also to a@ large extent of its beet sugar 
auxiliary. 


Trust Not Alone in Trade. 


If only the sugar trust were to be consid- 
ered it would be a simple thing to reduce or 
wipe out this differential and thereby reduce 
or wipe out the profits of the trust. 
fact, however, that this country is now pro- 
ducing a good deal of sugar on its own ac- 
count, and the bulk of that so produced is 
refined. During the crop years of 1906-’07 
the total amount of beet sugar manufactured 
in the United tates aggregated the respect- 
able quantity of 967,224,000 pounds. This is 
a small amount as compared to a total con- 
sumption of 2,993,979 tons, which amounts to 
a per capita consumption of over 77 pounds. 
Colorado, California, Michigan, Utah, Wis- 
consin, Idaho, and Nebraska are really mak- 


ing a good deal of sugar, and the beet farm- 


ers in those states surely would be up in 
arms against any proposition which would 
take the duty off their product. With cheap- 
er labor Germany and France and several 
other European nations could drive Amer- 
ican sugar out of the market if there were 
no tariff. 

If the differential were removed the re- 
fined sugar from those countries would come 
in, displacing the raw sugar from Cuba. 
What is proposed now in the senate is to re- 
duce the differential, which is the difference 
between raw and refined sugar, but at the 
same time increase the whole scale of sugar 
duties, which would result in a largely in- 
creased revenue from this source and which 
would actually add to instead of taking away 
from, the protection now given to the beet 
farmers. 


Sugar to Break Up Lines. 

On the sugar schedule there isto be a grand 
smashing of party lines and a rearrangement 
by locality. The same thing is to be true 
of the fight over the petroleum schedule. The 
zoll producers of Republican New York ex- 
pect to unite with their friends in Demo- 
cratic Texas, and the sugar men of Republic- 
an Michigen expect to vote for the tame 
thing as the beet farmers of Democratic 
Colorado. 

Some of the eastern men who are friends 
of the trust would like to see the rates put 
up all along the line, including the differ- 
ential, but senators from states which have 


neither petroleum nor sugar would like to | 


see a rearrangement of both schedules. 

The outlook, in view of this mixed condi- 
tion of affairs, is that petroleum will be put 
on the free list and that sugar will remain 
where it is or be given a still larger measure 
of protection, supposedly on a revenue basis,

DRAWS HOT FIRE. 


Dolliver and Nelson Demand 
Lower Customs Rates on 
Woolen Goods. 


DISPUTE OVER REVISION. 


Rhode Island Senator Declares 
Party Is Not Pledged to 
Changes. Downward. 


Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.]— 
Knute Nelson, senator from Minnesota, and 
Senator Dolliver of Iowa today added the 
burning brands of their wrath to the fires that 
western statesmen hope will smoke out Mr. 
Aldrich and his fellow high protectionists. 

Mr. Nelson antagonized the committee on 
finance, vigorously declaring that the cotton, 
glass, and woolen schedules were too high. 

Mr. Dolliver declared that up to date the 
tariff framers had done nothing but increase 
the rates now extant under the Dingley law 
Between them both they got some sharp re- 
torts from Mr. Aldrich. and Mr. Bailey of 
Texas entered the wrangle with a charge that 
the Republican party had failed to keep faitb 
with the people in their demand for a down- 
ward revision of the tariff. 

Thereupon Mr. Aldrich challenged the sen- 
ator from Texas to show that the Republican 
party had been pledged to a revision of the 
tariff“ downward.’” 


“The Republican party,” safd Mr. Aldrich, 
“agreed to revise the tariff on the basis of 
rates equaling the difference in -cost in this 
country and abroad.”’ 


Duty on Raw Wool Unjust. 
Mr. Nelson said that placing duties on 
woolen manufactured goods 59 per cent 
higher than the duty on raw wool was un- 
just. He believed the schedule would stand 


Mr. Gallinger, inter- 
rupting, referred to the closing of the woolen 
mills of New Hampshire by the low rates of 
the Wilson tariff bill. Mr. Nelson ener- 
getically declared that that was the same 
spirit that had actuated New England in 
her criticism of any effort to reduce the high 
rates that had prevailed upon her products.

All the stagnation from 1894 to 1897 was 
not owing to the Wilson tariff law. I would 
no more think of charging the Dingley tariff

Mr. Nelson said the silver agitation was 
largely responsible for the panic of 1893. 

Mr. Dolliver's severe criticism precipitated 
a lively debate. He said he proposed to have 
a full explanation of the schedules and to 
give other senators an opportunity to vote 
to lower some of the rates. 


Bad Ad for Republicans. 
The woolen schedule,” he said, *‘ ought to 
be reduced. I undertake to say that for two 
years this schedule has been a bad adver- 
tisement for the Republican party. I intend 
to so vote as to achere as far as possible 


was made by the house committee and to 
every reduction made by the senate commit- 
tee. Wherever I find a rate in this bill above 
the Dingley rate of 97 I reserve the right to 
inquire into the question whether after twelve 
years of prosperity, with every industry mul- 
tiplying output and increasing its capacity, 
whether after twelve such years of indus- 
trial progress it might be possible to scale 
some of these duties. 

While it may be,“ said Mr. Dolliver, evi- 
dently referring to a statement by Mr. Ald- 
rich, *‘ that there are only a few increases 
and quite a large number of recuctions in 
this bill, I venture to say when we are 
through with it it will be so nearly like the 
Dingley law that many men will wonder 
what was the extraordinary occasion that 
called us here. This session certainly was 
not called to increase the schedules of the 
Dingley law.“ 

Mr. Dolliver asserted that by a system of 
rating cotton goods higher on account of the 
presence of a small percentage of wool there 
had been obtained a greatly increased pro- 
tection which was not apparent to the ordl- 
nary person who might read the law. 


Aldrich Denies Such Result. 

Mr. Aldrich interjected that there was no 
such result in the pending bill, and that when 
the woolen schedules are before the senate 
he would undertake to clearly demonstrate 
that such criticism was unwarranted. - 

Mr. Dolliver replied that he had been told 
that this system of classifying cotton goods 
had been put into the Wilson bill by the cot- 
ton manufacturers themselves, and that when 


Mr. Aldriah asserted that no manufacturer 
had been before the committee on finance in 


government expert, and not only was de- 
fensible, but would be fully defended at the 
proper time. 

Mr. Aldrich asked Mr. Dolliver whether he

Aldrich. 

Mr. Dolliver declared that putting hides on 
the free list would benefit the shoe manu- 
facturer, while the farmer would suffer.

Aldrich assumed the responsibility for the 
duty on hides as placed in the Dingley law 
and asserted that he belle ved the same rate,

Position Paying $3,500 for a 
Few Months’ Work Is to 
Be Awarded. 


16 SUPERVISORS IN STATE 


Business of Enameration in Cook 
County Will Occupy Only 
Two Weeks. 


Washington, D. C., April 22.—- [Special. -A 
nice job that will yield something like $3,500 
for a few months’ work—maybe a year— 
awaits some person in Chicago who can prove 
that he is qualified to boss 1,500 census 
enumerators and can prevail upon an Illinois 
senator of member of the house who has in- 
fluence with the president to recommend him 
for the appointment. 


Out of sixteen census supervisors allotted ' 


to Illinois, Cook county is to have one, and 
out of the 3,800 enumerators to be appointed 
in Illinois 1,600 will operate in Chicago dur- 
ing a lively two weeks beginning on April 15, 
1910’ when the forthcoming census law will 
provide that every person in that locality 
shall be counted. 

Anticipating the nal passage of the census 
bill, the director of the census is preparing 
his official machinery for action. To each 
congressional district outside the large cities 
will be assigned a supervisor and a certain 
number of enumerators. Iowa is to have 
11 supervisors and 2.000 enumerators, In- 
diana 13 supervisors and 2,200 enumerators 
Michigan 12 supervisors and 2,000 enumerat- 
ors. and Wisconsin 10 supervisors and 1,700 
enumerators. 


Pay for Supervisors. 

The supervisors will be. given $1,600 for 

their work, and in addition thereto they will 
be allowed $1 for each thousand of population 
enumerated. Upon this basig it is estimated 
that in Chicago, where there are over 2.000 
000 people to count, the supervisor will re- 
ceive at least $3,500 for his services, if not 
a little bit more, depending upon how Chi- 
cago has prospered us to people. 
, Enumerators will be paid according to 
various standards. In country districts they 
will receive from 15 to 25 cents for each fam- 
ily counted, according to the difficulty or- 
dinarily experienced in traveling around. In 
the more populous dfstricts they will be paid 
from $3 to $6 per day, and in cities they will 
receive from 2 cents to four cents per capita 
counted. 

Although the census bill is still pending in 
conference it is settled that the supervisors 
shall be appointed by the president, subject 
to confirmation by the senate. The enumera- 
tors will be named by the eupervisors, al- 
though this process will be more in theory 
than in fact, for it should be kept in mind that 
the president will appoint the supervisors 
largely upon the recommendation of the 
senators and representatives. Therefore it 
is to be expected that the supervisors will 
name the enumerators as directed to do so 
by the congressmen—making a pretty little 
patronage roll indeed. 


Civil Service to Apply. 

Concerning the two or three thousand 
clerks to be assigned to the department in 
Washington, the force which will handle the 
schedules after they are sent in, it win be 
a different matter. The civil service rules 
will operate there. There will be examina- 
tions of thousands of applicants, and merit 
will win. These juicy plums will not be ap- 
portioned out to congressmen in the gen- 
erous way they were ten years ago. 

According to the proposed law the work of 
taking the thirteenth census will begin on 
April 15, 1910. Outside of cities of 5,000 in- 
Rabitants or more the enumeration will last 
for one month. In cities where the popula- 
tion shifts with more rapidity the work must 
be complete within two weeks. The super- 
visors will then certify the schedules to 
Washington, where they will be tallied up 
and put in proper form during the successive 
months.

Harry Selz Points Oat Tariff Would 
Aid Corner by Packers.

Calls It Backward Step. 

The house of representatives in the Payne 
bill put hides on the free list, but the senate 
in the Aldrich bill is considering restoring 
the Dingley tariff of 15 per cent on hides, 
which would be a step backward, and would 
be placing the leather business and even- 
tually the shoe business in the hande of the 
big packers,’’ said Mr. Harry Selz of Selz 
Schwab & Co., yesterday. 

In the last five years the packers have 
absorbed by purchase or control or by pend- 
ing contracts over forty of the independent 
heavy leather tanners of the United States. 
They are making efforts to secure com- 
plete contrd] and monopoly of the heavy 
leather business and if they do, they will 
become virtually dictators not only of the 
price of hides and heavy leather, but of shoes 
in this country.. 


Says Public Is Interested, 

‘Every tanner, shée manufacturer and re- 
tailer, as well as the consuming public, is 
vitally interesteg in the removal of the duty 
on hides, so the re may be able to draw 
their supplies from the world market In- 
stead of being restricted to domestic supplies 
as now is the case. 

The tariff as operated under the Ding- 
leg bill merely puts a duty on the hides that 
are produced by the packers, being only on 
twenty-five pound hides and over. This 
eliminates the farmer who kills ¢alves and 
light stock.“ 


HOKE SMITH HITS HARRIMAN.

‘Federal Officials .Make Progress 
in New York Inquiry.

TRUNKS’ COSTLY CONTENTS. 


Seized Boxes Cunningly Packed with 
Diaphanous Materials. 


New York, April 22.—[Special.]—No infor- 
mation. is obtainable from the assistant 
United. States district attorney, who has 
the smuggling investigation in hand, but it is 
learned on excellent authority that govern- 
ment officials are confident they know the 
smugglers and that full information will be 
placed before the federal grand jury ina 
few days. . 

Smuggling by means of unaddressed trunks 
has been going on for years, but according to 
customs officials this is the biggest haul that 
ever has been made in the history of the port 
of New York. In other years owners have 
been allowed to pay duty fines on goods and 
the cases have not received much publicity. 
but this time Collector Loeb decided not to 
accept fines, but punish the offenders by 
other means. 

Last year many trunks containing smug- 
gled goods had no labels, but were dis- 
tinguished by the number 14. They were 
placed on the pier by persons at this end, 
half way between two letters, for example 
A and B, so that one inspector would not 
know whether the other had passed it, and 
the baggage porters would carry them away. 


Contents of Seized Trunks. 

Some idea of the size of the trunks, the 
skillful packing, and the diaphanous nature 
of the costly materials may be had from the 
following list of contents of the five seized 
trunks, valued at $52,000:

VICTORY FOR FLORIDA DRYS 


Statewide Prohibition Measure 
Passes by Big Vote. f 


MAKES PLEA FOR MOTHERS. 


Senator McMullen Speaks While Own 
Parent Lies Dead. 


Tallahassee, Fla. April 22.— Florida drys 
won a signal victory in the fight for prohibi- 
tion when the senate, after a debate marked 
by thrilling incident and strenuous oratory, 
passed, by a vote of 24 to 7, the McMullen bill 
for submission of a state wide prohibition 
amendment. 

The bill forever prohibits ’’ the ‘‘ manu- 
facture, sale, or other disposal” of liquors 
except alcoho! for medical, scientific, or me- 
chanical purposes, and wine for sacramental 
purposes, penalties for violation of the pro- 
posed law being fixed at fines ranging from 
$250 to $1,000 ang by imprisonment from 
thirty days to six months. 

The bill was introduced in both houses of 
the legislature, and thg senate immediately 
placed the measure for final passage out of 
its regular order. 


Temperance Forces on Hand. 5 

The temperance forces were evidently 
aware of the sentiment pf the legislators. 
and centered themselves for effect on the 
moral support of the proposition. Hours 
before the legislature convened Tallahassee 
was crowded with men, women, and chil- 
dren, who had come to town by train, wagon, 
or Afoot to hear the debate. 

Senator McMullen made a plea for pro- 
hibition in behalf of the mothers of the coun- 
try which was of dramatic effect, for, while 
the senator’s own mother lay dead in her 
home, he had remained at Tallahassee, at 
her wish, he said, to fight for prohibition. 
Senator Zim arose from a sick bed to speak 
against the state wide bill. 

When late in the afternoon the senate at- 
tempted to adjourn for luncheon the motion 
was defeated, and women in the galleries 
suppli luncheon to the prohibition sen- 
ators. oting was begun shortly*afterward, 
and upon announcement of the result the 
women in the galleries shouted: ** Florida 18 
going dry!“

Acceptance of Milk Dealers’ Offer 
Ends Walkout Plans. 


‘ 
CABMEN VOTE FOR A STRIKE. 


Efforts Will Be Made First to Win 
Raise by. Conference. 


There will be no strike of milk wagon 
drivers. By virtually a unanimous vote the 
drivers decided at a massmeeting yesterday 
afternoon in Brand's hall to accept the com- 
promise offer made by the I}linois Milk Deel- 
ers association. 
Carriage and cab drivers, however, de- 
cided by a referendum vote overwhelmingly 
in favor of a walkout to enf their de- 
mand for a scale of $12 for a six day week of 
seventy-two hours. They receive $12 for 4 
week of seven days. There will be no walk- 
out until after all efforts fall to settle the 
dispute in conference with the.officers of the 
Joint Liverymen's agsociation. The carriage 
men also demand the abolition of Sunday 
funerals. 

By the new scale the milk drivers will re- 
ceive $16.50 and 817.0 a week this year and 
$17 and $18 a week the next two years. The 
commission rate of .6 cent on all points sold 
above 190 points a day will remain the same. 


One point is a quart of milk or a half pint 
of cream. 


Men Clamor for Action. 
The discussion lasted nearly three hours, 
and it was said to have been one of the hot- 
test meetings in the history of the unfon. At 
one time Business Agent Steve Sumner 
was besieged by a crowd of drivers who 
were dissatisfied with his conservative ut- 
terances and clamored for radical action. 
So insistent did the crowd become that ne 
was compelled to threaten violence. 
At.a meeting of a committee of the Hoist- 
ing Engineers’ union and of employers an 
agreement was reached by which the hoist- 
ing engineers will receive a raise from $5 
fo $5.20 a day on a two years’ agreement 
running from Nov. 1, 1908. 
The Illinois Central railroad has offered 
to renew the present agreement with the 
freight handiers. The men demand a raise 
of 2 cents an hour for hour men, $5 a month 
for those paid by the month, and an eight 
hour day for clerks. 

President Joseph N. Weber of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians has announced 
that the Philharmonic orchestra of Dresden, 
Saxony, will be prohibited by the union 
from entering into competition with mem- 
bers of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians during its tour of the United States 
this spring and summer. There will be no 
interference so long as the visiting orchestra 
plays only in theaters and halls as an at- 
traction. 

_ Bakers Refused Increase, 

The threatened strike of the 2,000 bread 
bakers and confectionery bakers of Chicago 
was brought to an acute head last night by 
the refusal of their demand for an increase in 
wages by eight of the largest bakery and con- 
fectionery manufacturers in the city. Mem- 
bers of the Master Bakers’ association met at 
the Auditorium hotel in executive session 
and adopted resolutions assigning their rea- 
sons for the refusal the high price of flour 
and lard, asking that the present scale obtain 
until May 8, 1910. The bakers asked for an 
increase of $1 a day for day workers and 82a 
day for night workers.

Sem of private wires, know that many of the 
southern states have stamped out future 
trading by similar legislative ation. 

I think the southern states are sorry they 
legislated the future trading out of exist- 
ence,“ said George F. Stone, secretary of the 
board of trade. I hear it has been a bad 
thing for the farmers, particularly the cotton 
growers of the south, and I believe a reac- 
tion will set in soon.“ 


Defense of Speculation. 


“Speculation is not a bad thing, and if it 
were not for the purely speculative business 
I believe with Prof. Emery of Yale, there 
would be more risk and speculation in the 
ordinary commerce and the investment of 
capital. I think Justice Holmes of the United 
States Supreme court has given the best 
answer in the world to the critics of ex- 
changes like ours, in what are known as the 
bucket shop cases, where he says: 

Ot course in a modern market contracts 
are not confined to sales for immediate de- 
livery. People will endeavor to forecast the 
future and make agreements according to 
their prophecy. Speculation of this kind 
by competent men is the self-adjustment of 
society to the probable. Its value is well 
known as a means of mitigating catastro- 
phes, equalizing prices, and providing for 
periods of want. It is true that success of 
the strong induces imitation by the weak, 
and that incompetent persons bring them- 
“selves to ruin by attempting to speculate in 
their turn.

Before she went to Turkey last fall Miss Richter lived at 745 Winona ave- 
nue with her two sisters, Ida M. and Mrs. O. Wohlfahrt. In her last letter Miss 
Richter mentioned that the Rev. H. M. Rogers was in Hadjin preparing for his de- 
parture for Adana, where he recently met his death. Friends of Miss Richter in 
Chicago when they heard of the trouble in Turkey made up a purse of $80 and for- 
warded it to her at the mission. 

Other Americans reported to be at Hadjin are Mrs. Mary P. Rogers, widow of the 
missionary killed at Adana; Miss Virginia Billings, and Miss Rose Lambert. Miss 
Olive Vaughan, at first reported to be in Hadjin, is in America on a furlough. 

Miss Billings is a native of Kirkland, O., and graduated from Oberlin college in 
1901. Mrs. Rogers is the daughter of Dr. Thomas D. Christy, head of the St. Paul's 
mission at Tarsus, and it was there doing missionary work that she met Mr. Rogers. 
Miss Lambert is the daughter of the Rev. ard Mrs. George Lambert of Elkhart, 
Ind. Miss Lambert was assigned to Hadjin in 1906 upon her return from a furlough 
in America. She was sent to Turkey by the Mennonite Brethern in Christ.

MOSLEM FANATICS 
CONTINUE MURDER 


Massacres Increase and Fury 
of the Mob Grows in Asi- 
atic Turkey. 


WOMEN AND BABES SLAIN/ 


No Member of Christian Faith. 
Permitted to Escape Ter- 
rible Death. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 22.—While no 


, Official or reliable figures are available, one 


of the embassies estimates that 15,000 per- 
sons have been massacred in Asia Minor. 
The outlook continues ugly. Fanaticism 
seems to be at its wildest height. 

The fanaticism is reported to have been 
awakened by the reactionaries who have 
represented that the Young Turks were 
leagued with the Christians and have'raised 
the cry that Islam is endangered. Local 
Moslems, as ignorant as they are bigoted, 
readily were moved and their fury is grow- 
ing. 

Aleppo, Antioch, Hadjin, Ekbaz, and Deur- 
tyul are among the towns and villages now 
threatened. There is an American mission 
at Aleppo and the missionaries are stated to 
be in extreme danger, although thus far 
they have not been attacked. Numbers of 
fierce fanatics from the country around have 
arrived in town. 

The consuls have appealed to the governor, 
who has promised to do everything possible 
to protect foreigners, but he admitted his 


power is limited, as there are only 400 soldiers 
in town, 


Murders Continue at Antioch. 

Murders and robberies are going on at 
Antioch, but to what extent is not known. 
Mohammedan tribesmen surround Hadjin. 
which has an almost exclusively Armenian 
population. They are maintaining the defen- 
sive at present, but the besiegers intend to 
rush it as soon as they are numerous enough. 
A French mission at Ekbaz is besieged. The 
village of Deurtyul is encompassed by fa- 
natics. 

The Armenian inhabitants have sent a 
messenger to Aleppo to beg for help. He re- 
ports the outskirts of the village were burn- 
ing when he left. It is reported that four 
Germans are amtng the killed at Bakje. 

The position at Tarsus is better. The mis- 
sion buildings, which are now protected, are 
sheltering 3,000 fugitives. The victims at 
Tarsus number about fifty, but many more 
have been killed in the surrounding country. 
Everywhere the massacres have been car- 
ried out with the greatest ferocity, women 
and children sharing the fate of men. 

The British consul at Adana reports ex- 
treme misery there because there is no food 
in town. A large numoer of the survivors 
are starving. The consul begs that help be 


sent. 
Whole Town Wiped Out. 

The entire population of Kirikan, located 
between here and Alexandretta, even unto 
the last babe, has been massacred. The 
motto of the Moslem is: No twig of the 
accursed race shall be suffered to live.“ 

At Ayas, on the west coast of the guif of 
Alexandretta, 418 murderers have been re- 
leased from prison. They at once joined 
the mob and began committing depredations.

NEW CURE FOR CONSUMPTION? 


** 


Londoner Thinks He Has Found 
an Effective Remedy. 


METHOD EXTREMELY SIMPLE 


Poultice Forms Ulcer Which Draws 
Disease from System. 


LONDON, April 22.—A prominent Lon- 
doner believes he has found a cheap and 
speedy cure far tuberctlosis. The discoverer 
is William Doig, head of the firm of William 
Doig & Co., Bond street publishers. 

Mr. Doig retired from business several 
years ago to devote himself entirely to his 
hobby, medical study. He first discovered 
that he could cure tuberculosis of the bone, 
and in recent years he found a method of 
applying his discovery to the cure of con- 
sumption. 


Treatment Is Extremely Simple. 

The treatment is. extremely simple. A 
poultice containing acite and chloride (the 
exact prescription has not yet been pub- 
lished, but there is no intention on the part 
of Mr. Doig to keep it a secret) is placed 
on the body of the patient as near as possible 
to the organ or membrane that has become 
prey to tuberculosis bacilli. In about a 
week an ulcer is formed, connected by what 
is called a ray of inflammation with the dis- 
eased organ. This forms a kind of duct 
through which the muco pus is drawn out 
of the system. 

The ulcer needs to be carefully dreseed 
twice a day with a salve which also is a dis- 
covery of Mr. Doig. If this is neglected the 
ulcer spreads and becomes black and the 
patient dies. But if it is properly attended 
to the ulcer steadily works off all the dis- 
eased matter from the lungs, until in from 
four to six months a complete cure is ef- 
fected. 


Hopeless Case Cured by Drug. 

Mr. Doig has brought his discovery before 
the American ambassador, who is much in- 
terested. It is determined, however, to post- 
pone reporting on the subject until a final se- 
ries of tests have placed the efficacy of the 
remech beyond all dispute. Mr. Doig declares 
that in his practice he never had a single 
failure. 

As a test case Mr. Doig was challenged 60 
undertake the cure of a youth of 17, who was 
suffering from advanted tuberculosis of the 
lungs and also from tuberculosis in the 
glands of the throat, which rendered it im- 
possible for him to speak except in hoarse 
whispers. The youth weighed abcut one hun- 
dred pounds and in opinion of physicians his 
death within two years was a foregone con- 
clusion. Nothing daunted, Mr. Doig under- 
took to cure this unpromising case. To the 
amazement of every one the lad now is cured. 
He has put on flesh, he sings at his work. and 
all trace of tuberculosis has disappeared. 


Will Try to Cure Six as.Test. 

Consumption hospital authorities are 
gravely considering whether to submit one of 
their patients to the new treatment, but be- 
fore the discovery officially is recognized a 
final test on a larger scale is to be made. 
Six patients, certified by physicians to be 
suffering from unmistakable tuberculosis. 
are to be placed in private hospitals and sub- 
jected to the Doig treatment under close su- 
pervision by scientific experts, who carefully 
will watch each case from the first to the 
last. Mr. Doig is confident that within six 
months, barring accidents, he will “have 
cured all six sufferers. 

The treatment is not painful, although 
troublesome. When the ulcer is started, 
dressing twice-a day ts all that is required.

A lively controversy between advocates of 
the plan to make the new Field museum the 
center of the Grant park improvement 
scheme and several civic organizations 
which oppose the plan on the ground that 
u will subordinate the park to the museum, 
bids fair to result from the attitude of the 
Municipal Art league.

Calls It Museum vs. Park. 

„it would have been altogether proper had 
the Municipal Art league asked the question 
as to whether the park would be better or 
worse from having the museum placed in its 
center or, in other words, whether the mu- 
geum should be subordinate to the park or 
the park subordinate to the museum,“ de- 
clared Mr. Wight. There never has been 
any public discussion of the matter or any 
opportunity for it. There are many friends 
of the museum who think it should be sub- 
ordinate to the park, that it should be at the 
gouth end so as to leave uninterrupted space 
for a pleasure ground in the center properly 
designed and with the John Crerar library, 
with the enlarged Art institute at the north 
end. The Olmstead design looks likea treat- 
ment of the surroundings of a great build- 
ing only.

Citizens Argue That Cement 
and Brick Cannot Compare 
with Trees and Grass.

Then Petition Board to permit 
Them to Cause Improvement 
and Pay for It. 


Brick and cement paved playgrounds may 
de appropriate for such of Chicago’s public 
schools as are located in the heart of the 
city, where property values are high, but 
where space is plentiful trees, grass, and

tendent of the special parks commission, has 
made a study of the Austin high school 
grounds and designed a plan for improving 
and beautifying them in a manner suitable 
for a high school, that the improvements will 
cost between $1,200 and $1,500, most of which 
sum has been practically assured by public 
spirited citizens of Austin, and asking author- 
ity from the board of education to proceed with 
the work at the earliest possible date in ac- 
cordance with plans and specifications sub- 
mitted to the committee and modifications of 
said plans as suggested by the principal of the 
school, the details of which are to be worked 
| out by. Mr. Jensen and the architect of the 
board.”

Mr. Gifford Pinchot’s statement, author 
n ted by the president, as to the continn- 
Slice 2 the ‘policy ‘respecting conserva- 
‘tion maintained during the last adminis- 
tration is opportune. It should not have 
been necessary, for Mr. Taft pledged him-

It was repeatedly said during Mr.

The pressure against every act or meas- 
ure in the interest of conservation is con- 
stant and multifarious. It must be met 
and overcome by an equal watchfulness 
and persistence. That the president will 
guard the public interest and firmly up- 
hold all those who are working in its be- 
half need not be doubted. 


SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 
Director Barrett of the Bureau ‘of 
American Republics is never tired of urg- 
ing American producers to reach out for 
more South American trade. It is good 
advice, and they ought to act on it as 
far as they can. The director should 
also urge congress to remove some of the 
obstacles to the expansion of trade with 
the southern continent which it has cre 
ated. If it were to legislate in such a way 
as to increase the consumption of certain 
South American raw materials in this 
country the result inevitably would be 
a greater consumption by the Spanish- 
American republics of American goods. 

Of the hides of cattle imported last year 

nearly one-half came from South Amer- 
lea. More would have come if it had not 
been for the duty on them. There would 
have been more raw material for Amer- 
ican tanners and more work for their 
workmen. More American leather would 
have been exported. Americans would 
have had cheaper boots and shoes. Hides 
which should have come here and been 
paid for with American goods went to 
Europe and provided employment for Eu- 
ropean workmen. If the senate wishes to 
make a better market in South America 
for American goods it will concur with 
the house in the removal of the duty on 
hides. 
If the United States were a more lib 
eral purchaser of South American car- 
pet wools that continent would be a larger 
consumer of American manufactures, 
The house cut down the duty on that 
kind of wool a trifle without reducing 
the outrageous protection given the Amer- 
ican carpet manufacturers. The finance 
committee of the senate has stricken out 
the small decrease in duty. The senate 
should give the American people cheaper 
carpets and stimulate South American 
trade by reducing materially the duty on 
carpet wools and the compensatory du- 
ties on imported carpets and rugs. 

The South American consumption of 
the products of this country should be in- 
creased. It can be brought about through 
enlightened tariff legislation on the part 
of congress and persistent, intelligent et- 
fort on the part of American mannfactur- 
ers and merchants. The latter should not 
be expected to do it all.

TO CHECK THE LOAN SHARK. 

Among the meritorious bills now pend- 
ing in. Springfield is one which attacks an 
evil THe Trisune has fought from time 
to time as opportunity offered, and which 
it would be glad, indeed, to have de- 
stroyed.

This bill is No. 265, now in judiciary 
committee, and is for an act to define 
personal property brokers and to regulate 
their charges and business. It was 
formulated after thorough study of condi- 
tions in the salary and chattel loan bust- 
ness here and in other states and after 
examination of laws elsewhere the 
proved successful features of which it 
embodies. This work was done by the 
Legal Aid society of Chicago, which 
stands sponsor for the bill. 

The need for proper regulation of this 
business need not be emphasized now. 
It is well known. Extortion, usury, and 
great injustice now prevail, whereas 
under proper, regulation a perfectly legit- 
imate business would develop to fill the 
legitimate want for small loans. The 
necessities of people of small Means are 
now cruelly exploited. From 8 to 20 per 
cent a month is collected, whereas an 
adequate profit is proved to be obtainable 
at.4 per cent, the legal rate allowed by 
this bill. 

The pawnbrokers’ act has accomplished 
0 substantial reform in that field, and 
there is good reason to believe as much 
good can be accomplished if this bill be- 
comes law. It should be passed.

WOMEN’S WORK HOURS. 

The hours of labor of women employed 
in many industries are too long. This 18 
specially true where they have to keep 
up with swiftly moving machinery or a 
pacemaker. A ten hours' strain is hard 
enough on men, and is harder on women. 
Being physically inferior to men, less 
manual labor should be exacted of them. 

The manufacturers are against the 
eight hour bili which is before the legis- 
lature. That was to be expected. They 
have always opposed in this and other 
countries any and every reduction in the 
hours of labor. Yet the hours have been 
cut down little by little through legisla- 
tion or trades union efforts, and the 
ruinous consequences predicted never 
have happened. The predictions have 
been falsified so often that it is odd intel- 
ligent men should repeat them now.“ 

The manufacturers tell the legislature 
that if the eight hour bill shall pass they 
will leave the state or discharge all the 
women in their employ. The threat to 
leave the state has been made in eastern 
commonwealths as well as here, but it 
has never come to anything. As for the 
discharge of women, it is likely that they 
would go where they were a small part 
of the total working force. Where the 
industry was.an almost exclusively femi- 
nine one they. would not be disturbed. 
Men could not be found to take their 
place. The women understand the situa- 
tion as well as the employers do and are 
willing to take their chances. 

A sudden drop to eight hours might 
not be expedient. Perhaps the women 
who are asking it do not expect it, Hap- 
pily there is room, for compromise. The 
women would gain much if they had to 
work only fifty-four hours a week. The 
manufacturers, knowing that sooner or 
later they will have to yield, ought to he 


willing to concede that much. No doubt 


they would make up 
hours by accelerating the rate of speed 
of the workers. | 

There is a more serious obstacle than 
the hostility of the manufacturers. It is 
the decision of the Illinois: Supreme court 
holding unconstitutional an eight hour 
law for women passed many years ago. 
The question whether the hours of labor 
of women cannot be regulated by law 
ought to be put up to the court again. 


special provision of the state eonstitutien 
but on the ground that the legislation 
was in derogation of the freedom of con- 
tract. Since it was delivered the Supreme. 
court of the United States has sustained 
not merely the Utah law limiting the 
hours of labor of miners, but also the 
Oregon law restricting the hours of labor 
and freedom of contract of women. The 
Illinois Supreme court should be given an 
opportunity to restudy the question in 
the light of the federal decisions. 

The stories of protracted and exhaust- 
ing labor by women to which the com- 
mittee of the legislature listened the 
other day were not told by sympathetic 
ladies and gentlemen ignorant of toil, but 
by working women. Their statements, 
which the manufacturers did not venture 
to contradict, should move the general 
assembly to do something for them. 
They have to work to live. As a matter 
of humanity’ and enlightened industrial 
economy women should not be over 
worked, broken down, and become a bur 
den on the community. 


BASEMENT BLAZES. 

In his talk before the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce Fire Marshal Horan 
emphasized an important point. He as- 
serted that 35 per cent of the fires in 
the city are “basement blazes,” the di- 
rect result of negiect. Oarelessness is 
responsible for 55 per cent. If every 
owner saw to it that his house was kept 
in order the enormous totals in fire losses 
would shrink materially. 

In other words, the fire department 
cannot accomplish its best work unless it 
has the hearty codperation of the individ- 
ual citizen. That assistance can be given 
through personal attention to cleanliness 
in basements of private houses and build- 
ings used for business purposes. It can 
come through constant urging of janitors 
and other helpers to prevent the accumu- 
lation of rubbish. It can take the form 
of insistence that the streets be kept in 
good condition for the rapid passing of 
fire fighting apparatus. It can be given 
through agitation for building laws that 
shall be adequate and permanent. 

It is the easier way to place dependence 
upon the fire department and look to it 
for prompt and effective service when 
danger threatens. But the number of 
fires would be materially lesséned if the 
marshal’s hint were taken seriously. 
There may be soubrette firemen” who 
fail in their responsibilities in connection 
with the theater ordinances. But the 
conviction is firm that the overwhelming 
majority of the fire fighters are faithful 
to the trust imposed in them.

4 A SUGGESTION FOR CHAUFFEURS. 

Chauffeurs should not drive behind or 
near fast moving street cars. That is the 
suggestion for automobilists which comes 
from the room of a coroner's jury. The 
members had been investigating the death 
of a 12-year old girl who was struck by a 
swiftly flying machine. They reached the 
decision that the case should be added to 
the lengthening list of “ unavoidable acci- 
dents.” But the recommendation men- 
tioned was made in connection with the 
exoneration of the driver of the car and 
his companions. 

The hint is one which few chauffeurs 
will take, unfortunately. But it is a timely 
and sensible one. A large number, $f 
fatalities result under the exact conditions 
described. People who leave the street 
cars are put in danger from the automo- 
biles that rush past as the car stops at 
a corner. The long car is an obstruction 
to the vision, and time and time again, 
without warping of the approaching ma- 
chine, the passenger steps from the plat- 
| form into the path of peril or possible 
death. 

‘In crossing a street the pedestrian must 
take his chances, vehicles of many kinds 
having the right of way except in the 
downtown section, where the whistle ot 
the policeman regulates the movement of 
the throng. But under the conditions de- 
scribed above the burden ought to be put 
upon the chauffeurs, and the “ unavoid- 
able accident verdict should be impossi- 
ble as a way of escaping the just penalty 
for recklessness or carelessness rightly to 
be counted criminal.

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OHN ATHELSTANE RILEY, who is 
well known on both sides of the Atlantic 
as an explorer, ag a writer, and as one 
of the chief lay authorities in England 
upon everything relating to the history 
and administration 
has obtained a royal warrant and letters 
patent from the crown appointing him seign- 
eur de la Trinité in the island of Jersey. 
The manoir de la Trinité is one of the four 
ancient fiefs de Haubert or baronies of the 
island, and prior to the establishment of the 
royal co the seigneurs of these baronies 
were the dispénsers of justice, with rights 
of inflicting capital punishment. Even to 
this day these seigneurs occupy seats on the 
bench of the Supreme court, W 
haut justicier of the duchy of Normandy. 
For Athelstane Riley holds his fief from 
Edward VII., not in his capacity as king of 
England but as duke of Normandy.

become the home of Athelstane Riley, has 
certain associations of American interest. 
For it was at one time the home of the Car- 
terets, and it was in recognition of the refuge 
and hospitality which Charles II. and his 
brother, the duke of York, had enjoyed at 
the hands of Sir George Carteret, and of 
the latter’s loyalty to the royalist cause 
throughout the stormy days of the Crom- 
Wellian régime, that Charles bestowed upon 
Sir George all that tract of land in America 
north of the river Delaware, which he de- 
creed should be known as Novum Cesarea, 
or New Jersey, as a compliment to Sir 
-George, Cesarea being the ancient name for 
the island of Jersey. Sir Philip Carteret took 
possession of the territory thus granted in 
the name of his brother Sir George in 1665, 
and was the first English governor of New 
Jersey. 
> 


Bir George Carteret's rights in New Jersey 
were sold soon after his death in 1682 for 
about $40,000 to William Penn and the So- 
clety of Quakers, who in the early part of 
the eighteenth century surrendered their 
rights of government to the crown, New Jer- 
sey being from that time forth administered 
as a colony of the crown, of which the gov- 
ernor was appointed by the king. 

While the Carterets have ceased to pos- 
sess any seigneurial rights in New Jersey 
yet their name always has been identified 
with the history of the state, and there are a 
number of representatives of the family and 
bearers of the name now living on this side of 
the Atlantic. It is a family which is perhaps 
the oldest of all in the Channel islands. In 
fact, they have been seigneurs of the Channel 
group from time immemorial, and it is on 
record that both Humphrey and Mauger de 
Carteret accompanied their duke, William of 
Normandy, to England in 1006 and fought at 
the battle of Hastings, and that Sir Reginald 
de Carteret was one of the companions in 
arms of Godfrey of Bouillon, the leader of 
the First crusade, and was present with him 
at the taking of Jerusalem. 

It was at the beautiful old manoir de la 
Trinité that the Carterets, who are closely 
related to another Channel island family well 
known in this country—namely: the Mar- 
quands—entertained Kiag Charles II. on nu- 
merous occasions, the first time when he was 
still prince of Wales and a lad of barely 18; 
and it was then that the manor was the scene 
of his romance with Marguerite de Carteret, 
the sister of his host, which resulted in the 
birth of that mysterious individual known 
as James de la Cloche, and who is now pretty 
generally admitted by students of history to 
bave been the man with the fron mask.“ 

— 


James de la Cloche, whose story has been 
the theme of numerous learned apd authori- 
tative articles in the Paris Revie des Deux 
Mondes, in the official organ of the Jesuit 
order, La Civilta Catholica, of Rome, and by 
Andrew Lang, was recognized by Charles II., 
in an autograph document dated Whitehall, 
„Sept. 27, 1665, as our natural son James 
Stuart, who in obediencé to our order and 
command is living in France and other coun- 
tries under a feigned name—namely: that of 
de la Cloché, du Bourg de Jersey.“ Charles 
had stipulated that James de la Cloche should 
not reveal his parentage. But while staying 
at Hamburg he made the acquaintance of 
Queen Christina of Sweden, and, informing 
her of his origin, carried with him when he 
subsequently proceeded to Rome, a letter 
from her in Latin, attesting that Charles II. 
had privately acknowledged the bearer as his 
son. 

In Rome James de la Cloche joined the 

it order, and, becoming a member there- 
was in course of time employed as a means 


of the Roman Catholic church at Rome and 
the king. t seems, however, that he lacked 
that quality upon which more than any 
other the Jesuit order is accustomed to pride 

if—namely: discretion—and that he per- 
mitted some infonmation to leak out con- 
cerning an understanding between Charles 
II., his sister, Duchess Henrietta of Orleans. 
and Louis XIV., with a view to war-against 
Holland and the restoration of Roman Ca- 
tholicism in England. Charles, on learning 
of this indiscretion, realized that the tenure 
of his throne depended upon absolute silence 
about all negotiations of this kind and se- 
crecy as to his connection with the church 
of Rome. It became necessary that James 
de la Cloche, who had talked, and who might 
talk more, should disappear; and, accord- 
ingly, the services of Louis XIV. were in- 
voked, and James de la Cloche was thrust 
into captivity, and became the “‘ man of the 
iron mask.“ 

Louis’ action in the matter was prampted 
by the realization that the divulgation of the 
secrets which James de la Cloche had in his 
possession would once more drive Charles 
II. into exile, and thus prevent him from 
continuing to show himself not only a uséful 
ally but one blindly subservient to the in- 
terests of France. 
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It has been urged that the man with the 
iron mask was either Count Matthioli, the 
treacherous minister of Charles III., duke of 
Mantua, or else M. de Marchiel, a French 
soldier of fortune, head of a widespread and 
formidable conspiracy for the assassination 
of Louls XIV. But whereas Marchiel was a 
Frenchman, and naturally would’ speak his 
own tongue without a foreign accent, Count 
Matthioli could not speak French, while the 
“man with the iron mask spoke the lan- 
guage with a foreign accent. Then, too, 
neither Matthioli nor Marchiel was of suff 
cient rank to warrant their being treated 
with the extraordinary deference and re- 
spect that were shown to the mysterious 
prisoner by his jallers, even the governor of 
the prison standing bare headed when ad- 
dressing him. ‘ 

This only can be explained by the fact that 
the man was, if not of royal birth, at any 
rate the son of a king. Moreover, why the 
extravagant precautions to prevent anybody 
talking or communicating with him, unless 
he was in. possession of some secrets the 
revelation of which might have cost the 
downfall of a throne and the overthrow of 
a dynasty?

It was his foolish (not to call it by any worse 
name) championship of the gifted but mis 
guided author of Lady Windermere’s Fan 
that led his father, the late Lord Queens- 
berry, with the object of breaking off the in- 
timacy, to embark upon those legal proceed- 
ins which landed the individual in question 
in jail, from which he only emerged in order 
to go into the exile in which he died. Lord 
Alfred afterwards visited this country, but 
as soon as his identity was ascertained the 
clubs to which he had obtained access here 
intimated to him that his presence was un- 
welcome. This has filled him with an in- 
tense hatred of everything American, and 
since he became editer of the London literary 
weekly entitled The Academy he has never 
lost an opportunity of attacking not merely 
American literature, but Amerfcan people, 
conditions, customs, mahners, etc. Every 
now and again these invectives attract atten- 
tion. 

The other day Lord Alfred again emerged 
into the limelight in connection with a fistic 
encounter with a bookmaker, which culmi- 
nated in the police court. There the book- 
maker gave some strange evidence with re- 
gard to Lord Alfred's glaring ick of punc- 
tuality in the payment of obligations that 
are con debts of honor, and of his 
lack of towards his debtors 
‘when fortune favors him in the making of a 
betting book. The entire squabble was, ac- 
cording to.the proceedings in the police court, 
a sordid one indeed, and now that Lord Al- 
fred has been fortunate enough as to find a 
‘singularly charming wife in the daughter or 
Col. F. H. Custance, and has a little son, he 
would surely do well to permit people to for- 
‘get the past, instead of constantly recalling 
it by some scandal or vagary. :

Connoisseurs and critics must have ample 
time to scrutinize in detail. That the greatest 
degree of personal pleasure may be derived 
from the exhibit I suggest that the women 
arrange to enter theaters and all suitable 
places as soon as the doors are open 80 as 
to derive-the most satisfaction possible from 
the investment and exhibition.

Two large audiences listened to grand 
opera in the Auditorium yesterday: In the 


afternoon “ Mme. Butterfly was repeated 
Jas an “extra” and attracted a sold out 


house, and in the evening a double bill con- 
sisting of Haensel and Gretel and “I 
Pagliacci” was appleuded by an audience 
which left but few places vacant. Opera en- 
thusiasm certainly is up in Chicago and the 
managers of the Metropolitan company may 
well look smilingly upon us and promise us 
much for another year. 

The Mme. Butterfly performance was 
even better than the one given last week. 
Miss Farrar was not in so good voice, but 
her acting was even, more admirable; Mr. 
Martin gave a Pinkerton the equal of which 
both vocally and histrionically has not been 
seen before in Chicago, and Mr. Reiss, who 
replaced Mr. Badg as Goro, added to the 
strength of the cast, which further included 
Mr. Scotti in his excellent portrayal of 
Sharpless, Miss Fornia as Suzuki, and Mr. 
Muhimann as Lo Zio. Mr. Toscanini was 
again at the desk and the orchestral accom- 
paniment took on new beauties and nuances. 
Interesting indeed will it be to hear a Wagner 
score from under this master director's 
baton! 

Mr. Martin was really the one newcomer in 
the cast, and expectancy was high as to his 
Pinkerton. He did not disappoint in any re- 
spect. His voice again proved itself one of 
the most promising tenor organs America has 
produced—one which today need not fear 
comparison with the best in the world. It is 
a voice absolutely true and even from top to 
bottom, of range, splendid power, and 
beautiful quality. It never is pinched or 
forced and it is so delightfully fresh and 
young! It isa voice which rejoices the soul 
of the lover of a beautiful vocal organ cor- 
rectly handled—4 voice truly exceptional. 

The young man is growing rapidly, too, in 
the artistry with which he sings. He is able 
now to shade and color the phrase and thus 
to heighten its dramatic and emotional sig- 
nificance. And the end is not yet, for he has 
byt just begun to sound the possibilities of 
such a voice. His acting also is taking on 
fuller meaning and finesse. Yesterday he 
gave us a Pinkerton dramatically such as we 
have never before had. 

In the first act he made plain all the care- 
lessness and the passion of the worthless 
young lieutenant bent upon merely satisfy- 
ing a passing whim by marrying the Jap- 
anese girl—a side of the character not 
brought into prominence by any interpreter 
of the role previously seen here. The con- 
ception is the wholly correct one, and, in 
fact, the only possible one, yet it has re- 
mained for Mr. Martin to emphasize and 
bring out this element in the part, 

He began the development of the charac- 
ter the moment the scene opened. His reach- 
ing down to the Jap maidservant who pros- 
trated herself before him and tipping up her 
face to see it and to slyly caress it was a 
neat bit of stage business which threw a 
strong side light upon Pinkerton's whole 
character. And when Butterfly came all the 
attitude was one of passion and eagerness. 
The treatment of the role is difficult, for 
offending is close at hand, but Mr. Martin 
carried it through with rare skill and won- 
derful potency. He made Pinkerton a ras- 
cal, but he made him a character, and the 
dramatic effect of the entire drama was im- 
mensely heightened thereby. 

As to hig singing it was beautiful from be- 
ginning to end, and the great duet with Miss 
Farrar, with which the first act closed, was 
brought to a splendily passionate climax. 
She felt the sweep of Mr. Martin's work, and 
responded to it instantly. They are two 
young Americans of whom every opera lover 
in this broad land may well be proud. 

Mr. Reiss as Goro contributed one of his 
faultlessly perfected, finely detailed, artistic 
character studies. He was never obtrusive, 
never fussy, and yet he was always busy, and 
in his busy-ness was always disclosing some 
new phase of the marriage broker’s char- 
acter.

In the evening enjoyment was plentiful 
although it sprang really more from the 
works themselves than from any superlative 
manner of presentation. Haensel and Gre- 
tel“ was given under the direction of Mr. 
Hagemann instead of Mr. Hertz, the latter 
being indisposed and resting after a heavy 
succession of performances. The substitute 
did not have his forces entirely in hand, and 
the Humperdinck score at timessuffered. It 
is so beautiful, however, that its charm could 
but reach out ag! win the hearers. It is music 
most skillfully made and being built as it is on 
the solid foundation of folk song it will 
live. 

The cast was not the equal of those we have 
had inthe past. Miss Mattfield and Miss Van. 
Dyck were the two children and both were 
too large physically for the parts. They acted 
with spirit, however, and sang the music 
acceptably—all of it, and some of it well. 
Miss Van Dyck's woice is a limited one, and 
she had difficulty with her higher tones, but 
she sang with understanding and withappre- 
clation of the spirit of the play and in this 
was ably seconded by Miss Mattfield, thus 
making effective the delightful opera. 

Mme. Kaschowska was the mother, and 
evidently considered her a lady of the manor 
instead of the peasant hut. She dressed her 
for State street instead of a forest hut, and 
the regret over a broken pitcher and the talk 
about an empty cupboard became ridiculous 
from one thus attired. How any stage man- 
agement can allow such costuming is be- 
yond understanding. It is just such things 
as this that serve to show that even the 
Gatti-Casazza-Dippel management has not 
yet gotten down to the real foundation of 
good stage production—truth. 

Mr. Goritz was the Peter and did it wonder- 
fully. It is a veritable character creation— 
marvelously acted and marvelously sung. 
The same is true of Mme. Homer’s Witch. 
No one would believe that the hideous faced 
withered, hobbling old hag could be the same 
person who had been seen a short time be- 
fore as such a creature of beauty as was 
Brangaene, or such a vision of loveliness as 
was Amneris. The fine art spirit of Mme. Ho- 
mer was again revealed, and her mastery of 
comedy and of the art of vocal characterize- 
tion in song were brilliantly disclosed. it 
was a masterpiece. 
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“I Pagiiacci’’ followed and went only 
fairly well. The orchestra did good work 
under Mr. Spetrino, and the chorus sang 
exceptionally. Mr, Amato was a Tonio 
whose superior has not been seen or heard 
here, his giving of the Prologue deserv- 
edie rousing enthusiasm, and his work 
throughout the play calling for only highest 
commendation. Mr. Bada made an accepta- 
ble Beppe, and Mr. Begue a mediocre Silyio. 
Mr. Zenatello was the Canio, but his vdice 
impressed as weary; and it was with effort 
that he sang. He scored heavily with the 
Lament ot course, and gave it well, but 
in the last act he labored for his climax. 

Mme. de Pasquali was the Nedda and al- 
though she sang the Bird Song effective- 
ly and easily, she seemed to miss all the 
points of the last scene. She was without 
any of the coquetry and flutter which this 
scene demands, and the whole latter halt of 
the performance fell flat on this account. 
She, too, sported diamond rings and gold 
bracelets sufficient in value to have kept 
Nedda, Canio, Tonio, Beppe, and the mule in 
fine style for weeks. Do opera artists never 
think at all?
